THE NEW YORKER, known as 
the “Jack ” 
of the “Jack and 
C harley” com bination which has 
catered to a generation of night 
club habitues in New York, died 
last T hursday night in his ap art­ 
m ents over his fam ous “Club 21” 
at 21 W est 52nd Street, in the 
metropolis. 
His new club here was to be 
know n as “Club 21, West,” ac­ 
cording to A nthony Burke, local 
realtor, w ho was handling the 
transaction for K riendler. In fact, 
Mr. B urke received a letter on the 
proposed developm ent from Mr. 
K riendler, the letter arrived here 
th e day after the cafe m an’s 
death, w hich was due to a heart 
attack. He had been ill only a day. 


KRIENDLER had been coming 
to Palm Springs for years. He was 
a fam iliar figure around the El 
M irador hotel before it became 
Torney. 
This spring he stayed at the 
Racquet C lub spending several 
w eeks here w ith Mrs. K riendler. 
It was at th a t tim e th at he start­ 
ed planning for “Club 21, W est” 
here. 
D uring this year’s D esert Cir­ 
cus week he officiated as a judge 
in the Circus Parade and took 
an active p art in the w eek’s fes­ 
tivities. He w as know n to scores 
here who w ere saddened by the 
new s of his sudden passing.

Picture also 
the w ell dressed m an w earing a pearl grey hat w ith “M allory” 
woven in th e band! 
A rchitects and builders w ith as m uch nerve as the car m anu­ 
facturers m ight work a bronze tablet into the w all of your home 
near the front door bearing th e nam es of the designer and builder 
—leaving, perhaps, a space for the real estate dealer to get his 
plug in at th e bottom. 
It w ouldn’t be so bad if th e m otor m akers would attach their 
nam eplates so they could be rem oved w ithout leaving unsightly 
holes in the body. B ut they don’t. A name on the instrum ent 
panel should suffice ju st as does Ihe label on the inside of a coat 
or hat. If th e owner has reason to be proud of the m aker’s name, 
he—or she—can “flash” it on occasion. If the nam e isn’t anything 
to brag about, it can be to rn out. 
N am eplates confined to the instrum ent panel of automobiles 
would add much to th e dignity of th e product and leave a little 
room for im agination. Some owners undoubtedly like them on the 
outside but they are m ost likely in th e m inority. The others might 
try com plaining about the practice, direct to the m anufacturers.

IT IS A JOY just to course 
along 
over 
these 
undulating 
plains and plateaus. Out w here 
the w estern 
w ilderness billow s 
upward to m eet the snow crested 
m ountains o f the Rockies, as m a­ 
jestic and rugged and alm ost as 
prim itive 
as 
w h en w hite m en 
first beheld them . 
H ere is a different kind of a 
world; a w orld of horseflesh and 
leather, of b oots and ten gallon 
hats, of fifty m ile vistas and tw o 
m ile-high m ountains. Here is n a ­ 
ture unspoiled and unspoilable. 
Two fine specim ens of Buck an te­ 
lope trotted ahead of our car for 
quite som e distance, before m ak­ 
ing a break in to the open spaces 
beside the road. 
W arnings are issued at every 
ranger station not to molest, feed 
or tease or touch the bears. The 
garbage can beside our cabin, w e 
found upset every morning. There 


are certain bear pits w here the 
refuse 
from 
the 
big hotels is 
dum ped, 
and there, the 
beasts 
congregate. 


OUR JOURNEY S end for a day 
found us at H elena, the state 
capitol of M ontana. A visit to 
the capitol building proved to be 
m ost inform ing and full of h is­ 
toric interest. 
The building itself, on an em i­ 
nence over-looking the city and 
country for m iles, is of native 
red stone. The m agnificient dom e 
111^2 feet from th e ground, is 
copper covered and crowned w ith 
a Statu e of Liberty. The interior 
is m arble. The w oodw ork in the 
Senate and H ouse the Judicial 
cham bers 
of 
rarest 
cak . 
and 
carved by m asters in wood; num ­ 
erous m urals, depict the early 
days and pioneers. 
E specially fascinating are those 
portraying the L ew is and Clark 
E xpedition in 1905, 
telling 
the 
story of the Indian Bird Girl, 
“Sackajaw a,” who had been car­ 
ried aw ay from her native tribe 
the Shoeshones, b y 
hostile 
In­ 
dians. 


SOMEHOW she w as secured by 
L ew is and Clark as their guide 
back to the land from w hence 
she 
had been taken. For 1400 
m iles she guided them and w hen 
the 
w h ite 
man's 
caravan 
ap­ 
proached the Shoshones, she m ade 
signs 
that 
these 
w ere 
their 
friends. They cam ped near by, 
and spent the w inter of 1805 and 
in the spring w ere show n a pass 
by w hich they m ight find their 
w ay to the headw aters of the 
Snake river dow n w hich they 
floated in dug-out canoes, into 
the C olum bia and so on to the 
Pacific. 
The L ew is and Clark E xposi­ 
tion in 1905, w hich I attended, 
centered this fine young Indian 
girl w h o has becom e fam ous in 
A m erican history and an inspira­ 
tion to every young person. 


ONE W ONDERS how, w ith so 
sm all a population. 500.000, the 
governm ental and other functions 
of the state can be financed over 
so vast an empire. 
But 
be 
it 
rem em bered 
that 
there are more m iles of tunnels 
under ground, from w hence rich 
ores are brought forth, than there 
are m iles of streets and highw ays 
and, th ey pay huge sum s in taxes 
and royalties.

museum 
above the post office in that little 
village and heard an excellent 
sum m ary of the battle from a 
historian on duty there. Then w e 
toured the scene ourselves, v isit­ 
ing the N ational cem etery w here 
Lincoln made his fam ous speech, 
the Cycloram a in w hich a fam ous 
French painter has done a m ag­ 
nificent 
job 
in 
depicting 
the 
height of the bloody battle, and 
to 
great 
Eternal 
Peace 
light 
tow er 
dedicated 
by 
the 
late 
Franklin Roosevelt. 
From here w e drove east to the 
heart of the A m ish country, Lan­ 
caster county, where I had hoped 
to see an old' army sergeant friend 
of m ine, only to learn he had 
gone for the day. So w e continued 
on to Philadelphia, and for the 
fourth tim e on our trip, stayed at 
a hotel dow ntow n. The car, with 
poor little Penny, w e had to leave 
in the third story of a parking- 
garage. As soon as it opened next 
morning, w e w ere in the A cad­ 
em y of Sciences, and what an 
up-to-date 
modern 
m useum 
it 
was too. Their Aububon bird halls 
w ere especially fine. Then to In­ 
dependence H all w ith the cracked 
Liberty B ell and the desk where 
the D eclaration was signed; and 
to Betsy R oss’ home w here she 
is reputed to have sew n the first 
Am erican flag. Then to the A u­ 
gusta Rodin gallery of sculpture 
and to the huge art gallery, one 
of the. if not THE. largest art 
galleries 
in this country. Here 
entire rooms, or suites of rooms, 
or w hole tem ples, w ere installed 
in sites, 
and you actually felt 
as if you w ere in that period or 
country- w hen you entered each 
new wing. N earby w as the large 
free aquarium, not as large as 
San Francisco's, or C hicago’s, but 
nonetheless, a good one. 


OUR LAST STOP in Philadel­ 
phia w as at the Franklin Insti­ 
tute, w here w e took in the man- 
made lighting exhibit, the per­ 
fum e 
lecture, 
and the regular 
talk 
in 
the 
Fels 
planetarium. 
There are onlv five planetarium s 
in the U nited States, (here. New 
York. 
Pittsburgh. Chicago, and 
Los A ngeles) and this made our 
second one on this trip. The lec­ 
ture that m onth w as on Sun Spot! 
and the Aurora Borealis. 
On 
to Trenton. N ew Jersey, 
w here

Anchorage, Aug. 5— Early this 
morning, Tuesday, our party left 
Mrs. 
Barnes’ 
lodge 
at 
Copper 
Center, 
bound 
for 
Anchorage, 
about 200 m iles aw ay, still travel­ 
ing by O’Harra Bus Lines, w hich 
have the franchise for this part 
of the Territory. A ll of us took 
a long last-look 
at snow , 
and 
glaciers—covered Mt. Drum , 12,­ 
002 feet high and Mt. W rangell, 
14,005, two of the highest peaks 
in this very rugged range. Mt. 
W rangell is a volcano and sm oke 
rises constantly from its crater. 
However, it is not cone-shaped, as 
are so many volcanoes, but more 
,ound w ith the crater near the 
i enter of ti e mound. Many of the 
gh peak- we are seeing are of 
\ ilcanic oi gin, Dr. Lobeck in ­ 
i jrms me. 
Farther on our panoram a in- 
< luded 
two 
other 
m agnificient 
I oaks in the W rangell range, Mt. 
banford, 16,208 feet high and Mt. 
Blackburn, 16,140. The picture of 
these 
four 
giant 
snow -capped 
m ountains outlined against 
the 
Horizon w ill long rem ain in my 
memory. The Californians used 
up all their H ollywood superla­ 
tives trying to describe the view , 
and still felt inadequate to do 
them justice. 


M OUNTAINS 
A s w e left the W rangells, we 
found the Chugach range south 
of us not quite as high as the 
W rangells but very im pressive, 
w ith one peak thrusting its head 
up into the skies for a distance 
of 13,250 fet. We w ere much clos­ 
er to this range than w e had been 
to the W rangells and consequent­ 
ly could get a better view of the 
huge glaciers extending, in sev ­ 
eral instances, to the very foot 
of the m ountains, and one, the 
M atanuskee, 
for 
som e 
distance 
along the 
floor of 
the 
valley. 
Cam eras clicked as m em bers, of 
the party tried to take pictures. 
I hope the guide’s K odachrom es 
turn out alright as he is giving 
m embers of the party an oppor­ 
tunity to buy any or all of them . 
Three glaciers, or rather glacial 
: vstem s. w ere especially sp ectac­ 
ular, the Taglina, th e N atchina, 
and the M atanuska. I w ish I had 
Dr. Lobeck’s volum inous notes so 
could 
really 
tell 
som ething 
about 
them. 
Then 
again, 
his 
notes are probably so technical 
1 wouldn't understand them . He 
i sually tries to get a seat by him - 
■ elf and w rites as he goes along. 
If I had as m any notes as he has 
taken, my labors from this trip 
would result in a series of books.

T ake the m ountains aw ay from 
M atanuska V alley and it could 
be northern Iowa or W isconsin. 
This colony, w hich w as started 
as an experim ent in agriculture in 
Alaska, seem s to be quite pros­ 
perous. In 1935, 200 fam ilies were 
sent from the States and w ere 
colonized at and near Palm er, in 
the V alley. W ithin a year, one- 
fourth had deserted. A fter learn­ 
ing m ore of Alaska, I am con­ 
vinced they w ere not the vigor- 
ours, determ ined typ e of people, 
such as w ent by ox-tcam across 
the plains of the U nited States 
to m y ow n beloved California. 
The land is fertile, th e location 
beautiful, and 
tem peratures go 
no low er than in the m iddlew es- 
tern states. One historian wrote 
that m any "returned to the U ni­ 
ted States to get on relief.” This 
should explain w hy th ey failed. 
T he Indian of A laska are a 
pitiable lot. They are exploited 
by traders but are to o poor and 
ignorant to do anything about it. 
One trader explained this group's 
view s w hen he said, “They (the 
Indians) m ake plenty of money; 
and they don’t know w hat to do 
w ith it, except to spend it for 
liquor.” 
IN D IA N S 
T he Indians’ view p oin t w as e x ­ 
pressed to a m em ber of our party 
by an Indian whom he managed 
to engage in conversation. The 
Indian told this m an that the In­ 
dians 
are 
poorly 
paid 
by the 
traders for the articles they make; 
that the traders there sell these 
articles for a big profit, that the 
Indians can do nothing about it 
because those w ho are old enough 
to 
m ake 
their 
predictam ent 
know n do not know how to read 
or w rite; so they just spend the 
m oney they m ake for liquor.
